IMPORTANT ANNIVERSARY 


This date 32 years ago, reminds DeWitt MacKen- 


±ie, Associated Press foreign affairs analyst, the United 
States took her place among the allies in World War I 
with a declaration of hostilities against an aggressive 
Germany. 


Basically that war waa the outgrowth of Germanic 


greed—an urge for expansion at the expense of the other 
fellow. 
Or TO employ the German euphemism, it wa« 


caused by the need for greater lebensraum (living space). 


Approximately 22 years later the globe was torn by an 


•yen more terrible conflict. 
Naturally America was among 


the allies. And of course they called it World War II. 
Again the basic cause was greed or, if you wish the demand 
for lebensraum. 


Day before yesterday twelve western allies, meeting in 


.Washington, signed the Atlantic Pact. This is a defensive 
alliance, aimed at protection against aggression whose evil 
spirit again is hunting trouble. President Truman said in 
an address regarding this historic treaty: 


"It is a simple document, but if it had existed in 1914 


Hid in 1939, supported by the nations who are repre- 
sented here today, I believe it would have prevented the 
•cts of aggression which led to two world wars." 


If a easy to believe that this might have been so. 


However, one has the feeling that even if the two wart 
had b*sn prevented then, the world still might have had 
to endure the agony of an upheaval. 


Ther« were great political, territorial and economic 


problems to be adjusted. 
There were imperial revisions 


which inevitably must have com*. 
There were racia^ 


freedom to be established. The»e reforms eould only b« 
achieved by major operations. 


Many of these things were brought about by the two 


EWorld Wars. Perhaps in the course of many genera- 
tions they would have been accomplished through the 
peaceful development of mankind. Who can Bay? 
Cer- 


tainly if one could choose between quick progress by war 
and slow progress through peace, the latter must be tht 
•boicc. Heaven forgive the maker of war! 


BAD MANNERS TOWARD VISITORS 
Britain's Foreign Minister Bevin was the target of 


*ggs and vegetables when he arrived in this country to 
•ign the North Atlantic Treaty. They were thrown by 
members of Jewish youth organizations who objected to 
bis handling of the Palestine situation. 


Britain's former Prime Minister Churchill, another 


risitor, was accused in the senate of being a "cold-blooded 
propagandist" for war and was virtually called a liar to 
boot. The charges were made by Senator Langer, who 
refused to accept Mr. Churchill's denial that he fought with 
Spain against the United States in 1898. "I never was 
wrong in my life," the,self-assured statesman from North 
Dakota shouted, by way of proving his point. 


In our blessedly free country a citizen may be rude 


within reason. There is no law against it. But the well- 
bred citizen, as an individual, usually tries to curb any 
impulse to abuse the privilege. Most of us like to be well 
thought of. 
Most of us also realize that differences 


aren't settled nor wrongs righted by bad manners, how- 
ever convinced or indignant we may be. 


Mr. Bevin, many of us believe, has not always acted 


justly or honestly toward Israel. But »ggs and tomatoes 
aren't going to make him repent.

Long Debate, Fireworks Seen 
At General Assembly Opening

^/"ASHINGTON—(NEA)—U S. delegates to the United Nations see 


four issues as likely to provide long debate and some fireworks 


at the forthcoming General Assembly. The session opens at Flushing 
Meadov/s, N. Y., April 5 
The big issues will be the Cardinal Mmd- 


szenty case, Franco Spain, freedom of information, and disposal of 
the former Italian colonies 


Like the U. S. Senate, the UN Geneial Assembly will have the 


filibuster to contend with. With the exception of the Mmdszenty case 
and the admission of Israel to the United Nations, every one of the 21 
items on tne agenda for this session is a holdover from the Paris 
meeting of last September-December. 


The General Assembly didn't get through its 73-ltem agenda at 


Paris. The reason was that Russia and her satellite delegations re- 
sorted to a lot of time-killing that slowed up debate. As a result 
there is now a fairly general impiession that the United Nations has 
degenerated into a kind of international gab fest which never does 
anything. 


The United Nations has a real public relations problem In over- 


coming this bad icputation. 
Denmark, Norway and Sweden have 


proposed to do something about it by changing the General Assembly 
rules to permit some limitation ol debate. It is doubtful II these 
changes can be made to apply to the coming session. So a talkathon 
is in prospect on the more controversial issues. 
'T'HE Assembly will have to start from scratch on disposal of Italy's 


prewar African colonies. 
They are Somaliland, Eritrea and 


Tripohtania. Italy lost title to them because she started the wac.on 
the side of the Axis. They were "liberated" by the Allies. Italy now 
wants them back under a UN trusteeship agreement. She will have 
Strong support to get them from the western powers al least. 


What may come out of th« Cardinal Mmdszenty case Is anybody's 
guess. Liberation of the cardinal may be demanded. H« is now 
serving life imprisonment on charge:, of black market dealings and 
espionage. Hungary, whose Communist government convicted him, 
is not now a member of the United Nations, though her application 
is pending. Any action by the General Assembly, censuring Hungary, 
would reduce her chances of admission. 


The question of Franco Spain is two-edged. Poland and other 


Communist countries want strong United. Nations action taken to 
remove the present Spanish government. Latin-American republics, 
want the 19-46 UN resolution against Spain toned down, so that full 
diplomatic relations may be restored. The Spanish government itielf 
\vants admission to some of the UN subsidiaries like World Health 
Organization and Intel-national Aviation. It is probable that ultimately 
the 1946 resolution will be toned down, though not entirely repealed. 
Debate over the Spanish question as sure to be sharp, regardless ol 
outcome. 
HTHE question of freedom of information has been before the United 


Nations since 1946. A conference of 54 nations was held aPGeneva 


last year. It prepared drafts on three agreements. One, submitted 
by the U. S., provided /or free entry of foreign correspondent* into 
member states and the unrestricted transmission of news into and out 
of foreign countries with minimum censorship. Other proposals were 
submitted by the Bsltish and French. 
The Russians object to all 


three on the grounds that they do not require the press to struggle 
against fascism and to eliminate warmongering. 


Inasmuch as the UN Stibcommission on Freedom of Information 


was given a three-year lease on life, its proposed agreements "will 
probably be around, unsettled, until 1951 or maybe later. 
Or if 


adopted by majority vote, the Russian bloc will probably abstain, as 
it did when the Convention on Human Rights was approved last year.

This is no reproach on the Unit- 


ed Nations. It is the result of con- 
ditions over which the UN has no 
control, that is, the division of • 
great portion of the globe into boa- 
tile ideological groups which are 
unalterably opposed to each other. 
So bitter is the conflict between 
them that there is ever present 
danger it may develop into another 
ma;jor war. 


Because the Security Council of 


the United Nations has been ham- 
strung by the division, the western 
powers have felt impelled to take 
over the Job themselves. 
So the 
pact has been signed and will be- 
come effective when the legisla- 
tures of tMe various member na- 
tions have voted their approval of 
the action which their govern- 
ments have taken. 


However, while the western pow- 


ers have thus felt compelled to 
supplement the United Nation*,, 
there is no reason for the peace 
organization to feel that its stand- 
ing has been weakened by the 
move. On the contrary, the alli- 
ance is calculated to strengthen 
the hand of the UN. For in its own 
big zone of influence, the Atlantic 
alliance now can act on behali of 
peace loving nations against ag- 
gression.

major -war against a foreign foe. 


For these men. who returned to their 


homos, fresh iron their triumphs on the 
field of battle, there was no bonus, no 
nationvide chain of veteran hospitals, 
no government life insurance, no pen- 
sions, no GJ- Bill cf Rights. These volun- 
teers vrho had fought so gallantly is 
strange lands and on hostile seas, came 
hams* to find the American people -were 
not greatly concerned about the prob- 
lems* tl returning veterans. From the 
noe&OBt *ey received their discharge 
papers, fcey were on their own. 


The founder* of tha V.F.W. were dis- 


turbed, and deeply distressed, by this 
lack of consideration for their com- 
rade*. But, determined am they were to 
do something about it, they realized 
fully ifaat they could accomplish little 
CM indmduclj. Only To-r raising their 
voice* in unison could these "forgotten 
men" hop* "to be heard by tha people— 
and "by their representatives in the legis- 
lative halls of their states and their 
notion. 


Biri, there •wen another for more com- 


pelling and unselfish reason for the 
bringing together of there veterans. It 


was inspired by me eiperiencee erf &• 
men who had iought our first first-scale 
war beyond our own shores. The war 
against Spain had been waged with 
inferior equipment, with food that often 
was unlit for human consumption; poor 
medical facilities, and with men who, 
though their courage was unsurpassed, 
•were •woefully untrained. 


More than any group of Americana, 


these men recognized the tragedy of 
being unprepared for war. They were 
deeply conscious of the suffering and 
losses in human lives that an untrained 
and poorly-equipped army must endure. 


There were many leaders throughout 


the nation who foresaw the need for cm 
organization composed of overseas vet- 
erans. The scrag basic idea was claim- 
ing the attention of veterans in several 
parts of the country. In Pennsylvania, 
Colorado, Ohio, New Jersey, and other 
states, similar-minded veterans were 
banding together—anxious to give their 
combined support to the patriotic ob- 
jectives -which were common to all. 


Finally, when the clouds of the first 


World War were settling' over Europe, 
thesa scattered groups realized that 
they could be a better force for the 
good of America if they would combine 
tasir efforts. As a result, delegates 
from the several groups assembled in 
Denver in September, 1913. After much 
deliberation, they voted to merge all the 
groups into one single nationwide vet- 
eran society to be known as the Veter- 
ans of Foreign Wars of the United 
State*. 


Throughout the succeeding years, the 


Veterans of Foreign Wars won the 
respect of the American people as the 
"Gold Chevron organization" because 
its members hcve earned the right to 
wear gold chevrons or bars, the U.S. 
Army badge of overseas service in 
time of war. 


The V.F.W. has carved a permanent 


place for itself in our nation's history by 
serving in peace as well as in war. 


Today, the Veterans of Foreign Wars 


comprises more than ten thousand Posts, 
or local units. In communities through- 
out the nation, in its territories and 
possessions, and in several foreign 
countries. There are, in addition, some 
seven thousand Ladies Auziliar.ss. 


Much of the legislation which has 


been enacted by the Congress to provide 
benefits for the men who fought our 
•wars, and for the survivors of these 
who failed to return, stands as a monu- 
ment to the untiring effort and sacrifice 
of cur membership. 


With our entry into World War n 


ccane a new challenge for service. The 
record of the V.F.W. was al>«i-dv f avor- 
abily known to the youth of *<oerica. 
As or result, the nation's new army cf 
overseas fighting men flocked to our 
ranks, increasing our numerical strength 
sir-fold. 


The so-called G.I. BUI of Rights for 


World War II veterans embodied the 
basic principles of many separate lews 
previously sponsored by the V.F.W.

taturMt U yaranta and many 
other readers, is a report on 
th« Progressive Achievement 
Tests given recently to all War- 
ren school students, with the 
exception of the first grade, and 
•tatisties which show them to 
b« above the national standards. 
Study of the average 
median 


achievement of grades two to nine shows local students are five 
months above the national standard. Since senior high schools 
are more concerned with credits than grade medians, the stud- 
ents there were ranked from one to 100, with pupils in Warren 
High School 10% 'above those of the nation. 


The tests included reading; arithmetic and language. Reading 
was divided into knowledge of words and ability" to understand 
reading material. Arithmetic was divided into ability 
to add, 


multiply, subtract and divide, and to solve written problems. 
Language was divided into the ability to use capital 
letters, 


punctuate, to use complete sentences, grammar, spelling 
and 


handwriting. 


In comparing the three parts of the test, Warren students 


were best in reading, then language and arithmetic. In the first 
two subjects, grades two to nine were seven months ahead of 
the nat.on and grades 10 to 12 were 15% and 12% ahead, respec- 
tively. In arithmetic, grades two to nine were three months 
ahead, while grades 10 to 12 were 8% ahead.

For- 
merly, some fifth grade pupils and 
currently some sixth grade pupils 
must travel over a mile to the 
Johnson building if they live at 
the north end ct the Home street 
area. 
Tht boundary of th« Johnson 
district on the east end will b« 
moved threa blocks farther east, 
making the greatest distance 3,- 
300 feet. 
The west boundary of 


the Lacy district will be moved 
three blocks farther west, making 
the greatest distance from the 
west side of the Lacy district not 
in excess of 3,300 feet. 


These distances are not exces- 


sive compared with certain dis- 
tances which some pupils in other 
portions of the borough must trav- 
el. 
Some pupils, grades one to 
six, from the east end of Lacy dis- 
trict must travel 3,700 feet. Some 
fifth and sixth grade pupils on the 
south side must travel considerably 
in excess of this -distance in at- 
tending East street school, and 
some pupils in grades one to six 
attending East street school must 
travel over 3,800 feet. 


The cost of the new Johnson 
building is estimated at $384,000, 
which will have to be financed by 
a bond issue approved by the vot- 
ers. The state constitution limits 
at 7% of the assessed valuation 
the bonded Indebtedness of the 
school district, placing a ceiling 
of $740,000 on the amount the dis- 
trict can borrow. 


At present there are bonds In the 


amount of $275,000 still outstand- 
ing from the building programs of 
1929 
and later years. 
This, to- 
gether with the proposed $384,000 
new bond issue, uses all but $81,000 
of the district's borrowing power. 
Obviously after the new school is 
built, it will be many years before 
any additional major construction 
will be possible. 


A new high school Is the only 
other building urgently 
needed, 


but at present costs it is doubtful 
if even the district's total borrow- 
ing power of $740,000 is enough 
for the type of modern high school 
Warren needs.

Congress may take the role of um- 
pire in professional baseball's "re- 
serva clauae" controversy. 


Without ruling: directly on that 


issue, It may get a chance soon to 
determine whether basetall . and 
other organized sports are subject 
to interstate commerce restrictions 
and can be sued in federal courts. 


The supretne court held some 


years ago that baseball Is not in- 
terstate commerce. 


But since then a federal district 


court said it could rule on a suit 
against baseball by Danny Gardel- 
la, former Kew York Giant out- 
fielder, because radio broadcasts 
and television 
now carry 
ball 


games across state lines. 


Gardella is seeking a court or- 


der to end his suspension from or- 
ganized baseball for jumping to 
the Mexican League in 194S. He 
also has filed a $300,000 anti-trust 
suit against baseball. 


The Gardella case and other 


suits now pending1 in federal courts 
would not be affected by any con- 
gressional action. 


But bills to exempt organized 


professional sports from anti-trust 
prosecution were introduced yes- 
terday in the house by Reps. Mills 
(D-Ark) and Herlong (D-Fla), the 
latter a former president of the 
Florida State Baseball League. 


Chairman Grosser (D-Ohio) dis- 


closed today that some of the big 
names of the sports world may be 
called to testify at a house com- 
merce committee hearing tenta- 
tively set for April 14.

Many in the midwest oppose gas 


companies entering the coal and 
oil dominated east, before the mid- 
v/est's industries and homes arc 
completely served

gas. 


For years natural g£.s has been 


piped from Texas to Los Angeles. 
It has been burned in 
Cliicajo, 


Minneapolis, St. Paul, Detroit and 
Pittsburgh. Last year it reached 
Philadelphia. Plans ara now com- 
pleted to bring it to ths New York 
area by next year. One company 
talks of piping it to Bostor,. 


First-time visitors to the Tens.s 


oil fields are startled to sea burn- 
ing gas shooting into ths air above 
the wells. Oilmen e::"3lain there is 
no market there fo:^Ji;lie escaping 
gas and it must be burned as it 
bursts from the earth pushing' U:c 
oil up \vith it. 


But other wells produca chiefly

Area Director 
Comments On 
New Controls 


Area P^ent Director Frank S. 


Anderson said today that the new 
rent control extension act repre- 
sents "a considerable strengthen- 
ing" of the previous law, and he 
asserted thai the new "fair net 
operating income ' adjustment pro- 
visioa does not make the Act'ad- 
nunistratively unvrorkable. 


Mr Anderson listed eight im- 


provements in the new act over 
the old one. At the same time he 
said that other new features of 
the new act which have been in- 
terpreted by some as weakening 
federal rent control "are either of 
roir-or importance or they simply 
2 epreseni a new, but not necessar- 
ily weakei way of dealing- with eer- 
ram probJezns." 


He pointed, for example, to the 


authority given in the act to states 
and mcoiporated cities, towns and 
villages to decontrol with the ap- 
proval oi the governor. This, Mr. 
Anderson said, merely represents 
an extension of the pnnciole un- 
rierlyin^ the operation of local rent 
sdvisory boards of granting great- 
er disc'-slion to local authorities to 
say whether or not federal rent 
control is ntressary in their local- 
ities

justments. 


"This provision," he explained, 


'will take care particularly of any 
small landlords who may not be 
obtaining an adequate net operat- 
ing income. The law leaves it up to 
the Housing Expediter to deter- 
mine what is a fair net operating 
income. It clearly does not involve 
an 
administratively unworkable 


plan of fair return on some valu- 
ation, nor does it mean a general 
rent increase for all tenants. It is 


merely a continuation of a trend 
in our adjustment provisions which 
has been taking place over the past 
two years." 


Mr. Anderson pointed out that 


during the past year, under a spe- 
cial adjustment provision, increas- 
es have been permitted for land- 
lords who were operating at a 
loss. Tinder the "fair net operat- 
ing income" provision, he added, a 
new adjustment regulation will be 
issued to take care of landlords 
who are not currently earning a 
fair net operating income on their
